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Through a new prototype program, 
Walt Disney World, in cooperation 
with several other groups, is inves- 
tigating the use of “flower power” to 
possibly meet our future energy 
needs. Flower power? Well, more like 
Hyacinth Power, we should say. 

A prototype program to use the 
common Florida water hyacinth as a 
wastewater purifier and as a new 
source of energy and agricultural fer- 
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Kathy Shannon and Herman Lukz, En- 
vironmental Associates with our Environmen- 
tal Protection Department, conduct field tests 
on water quality at a seven-million gallon 
effluent holding pond located just north of the 
Tree Farm. Under the proposed EPCOT ex- 
perimental hyacinth program, similar ponds 
will be used to employ the aquatic weed as a 
“third stage” filtration system, after which the 
plants would be processed as an energy source 
and for other byproducts. 
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tilizer, is under investigation by our 
Environmental Protection Depart- 
ment. 

The project, if we decide to imple- 
ment it, will demonstrate the use of 
the aquatic weed as a third stage filtra- 
tion device for stripping nutrients 
from wastewater, producing fuel and 
fertilizer from the hyacinth crop. 

In wastewater treatment, the first 
stage is to remove the large particles 
of sediment, then treat it to remove 
bacteria in the second stage, and fi- 
nally, filter it. We are looking at the 
possibility of using living hyacinth in 
the third, or tertiary stage. 

This plan is a direct evolution of 
initial feasibility studies pioneered by 
NASA and the Bay Saint Louis (Mis- 
sissippi) National Space Technology 
Laboratories, according to Fred Har- 
den, Manager of Environmental Pro- 
tection Department. 

The plan was discussed at our re- 
cent Future World Technology Con- 
ference, attended by representatives 
of the U. S. Environmental Protection 
Agency, NASA, the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Army Corps of 
Engineers, Florida Department of

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Natural Resources, the University of 
Arizona, the University of Florida, 
Florida Technological University, 
several large corporations, and Walt ` 
Disney Productions. 

The Conference was one of a con- 
tinuing series conducted in conjunc- 
tion with planning for EPCOT. 

The hyacinth filtration system, if 
proven practical, could reduce 
dramatically the cost of wastewater 
treatment for small communities and, 
at the same time, produce usable by - 
products, Fred explained. 

While experiments involving the 
hyacinth are not new, this would be 
the ‘‘first total research and develop- 
ment effort to tie all elements to- 
gether,” he added. 
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In addition to wastewater treat- 
ment, researchers would concur- 
rently investigate the practically of 
harvesting the enriched hyacinth to 
produce useful byproducts, such as 
methane gas, fertilizer, ethyl alcohol, 
or perhaps a high protein feedstock. 

To demonstrate the new concept, 
the proposed project would include a 
small facility constructed on our 
property. Included would be special 
ponds for growing hyacinths under 
controlled conditions. Wastewater 
would be fed into the ponds at the 
initial rate of 100,000 gallons per day, 
which could be increased to one mill- 
ion gallons daily in a subsequent de- 
monstration system. 

Facilities would also be developed 
for harvesting the nutrient-saturated 
hyacinths and for extraction of vari- 
ous byproducts. 

It is expected that the program 
would be jointly sponsored and 
funded by government and private 
industry. 

According to Dr. John F. Gerber, 
Director of The Center for Environ- 
mental Programs in the Institute of 
Food and Agriculture at the Univer- 
sity of Florida, who served as mod- 
erator for the Future World Technol- 
ogy Conference, the proposed project 
has tremendous potential for the 
State of Florida and could be helpful 
for underdeveloped countries of the 
world. 

The idea is also of particular signifi- 
cance to Dr. Al P. Burkhalter, Coor- 
dinator for the Bureau of Aquatic 
Plant Research and Control for the 
Florida Department of Natural Re- 
sources. Aside from the filtration and 
product possibilities, he also sees help 
in reducing the spread of the hyacinth 
in Florida’s waterways. 

“The hyacinth is a real problem 
weed. It has no natural enemy. It 
grows heartily and can quickly and 
completely block a river or stream,” 
he said. 

By wider use of efficient tertiary 
(third stage) filtration devices, such as 
our proposed hyacinth system, the 
purer water returned to the stream 
systems would carry fewer nutrients 
to feed downstream hyacinth and 
other nuisance aquatic plants. Thus, 
such weeds can be retarded drasti- 
cally for lack of food. “In effect, the 
hyacinth can help bring about its own 
demise,” Dr. Burkhalter said. 

Of particular significance for 
Florida is a study issued by Battelle 
Columbus Laboratories estimating a 
need for some $330 million for addi- 


tional wastewater treatment systems 
over the next 25-years in rural Florida 
communities. 

“According to the report [Battelle 
Columbus Laboratories], develop- 
ment of the hyacinth stripping system 
could cut that cost in half,” Dr. Burk- 
halter added. 

Consideration of the hyacinth pro- 
ject is one of many EPCOT-related 
i a si proposed or underway at 

alt Disney World. Others include 
our solar energy experiments at the 
Central Energy Plant and the use of 
electric and natural gas for powering 
many boats and land transportation 
systems.
